Emanuel: City to remove 
50 cameras, change 
first-time offender penalty

Mayor Emanuel on Sunday announced he 
would remove 50 red light cameras at 25 of 
the 174 intersections in the city’s program 
and soften the penalty for first-time offend- 
ers, but he denied the moves were designed 
to help him in his intensifying election battle 
with challenger Jesus “Chuy” Garcia. 

The announcement comes just days af- 
ter Garcia, who faces Emanuel in the April 
7 runoff election, promised an end to the 
program altogether, calling it Emanuel’s “red 
light rip-off” 

Flanked by half a dozen aldermen and his 
transportation chief, the mayor said he sup- 
ports a proposed ordinance to give first-time 
offenders “a mulligan” by allowing them to 
avoid the $100 fine and instead take an online 
traffic course. 

Emanuel deflected questions about the 
timing of his announcement by suggesting 
this is one in a series of reforms he has insti- 


tuted in the past two and half years. 

“This technology, enforced properly where 
people have confidence and trust in its opera- 
tion, can bring the level of safety and security 
we need, also freeing up our officers to do 
their jobs,” Emanuel said. 

Emanuel has staunchly defended the pro- 
gram amid a series of Tribune investigations 
that exposed his administration’s failed over- 
sight, unfair and inconsistent enforcement, 
and unsupported safety claims. The mayor 
has been gradually removing cameras since 
the Tribune’s series started, but even after the 
removal of 50 under the latest move, Chicago 
still will have more than 300. 

It will remain the largest automated red 
light enforcement program in the nation. 

In a statement released before the news 
conference began, Garcia accused Emanuel 
of panicking over the public opposition to 
the program. 

“This new move by Mayor Emanuel is too 
little, too late,” said Garcia. “I am confident 
voters will see this announcement today 
for what it is— pure politics. It’s time for a 
change.” 


Sunday’s announcement comes amid in- 
creasing political pressure— much of it from 
African-American voters whose help Emanu- 
el needs for re-election— to curtail a program 
that has raised more than $500 million in 
$100 ticket fines since it began in 2003. Many 
of the intersections affected by Sunday’s an- 
nouncement are on the South Side. 

Even the co-chairman of the mayor’s re- 
election campaign, Secretary of State Jesse 
White, publicly advised the mayor to “re- 
think” his stance on the controversial pro- 
gram following Emanuel’s failure in the Feb. 
24 election to get enough votes to avoid the 
runoff. 

According to Emanuel, the new ordinance 
also will require public input before cameras 
can be removed or added, and he will hasten 
the installation of pedestrian countdown tim- 
ers often used by drivers to predict the length 
of traffic light intervals as they approach the 
intersections. 

Emanuel promised to have the countdown 
timers installed at all red light camera inter- 
sections by June 1. He said there are 42 not yet 
installed.

U. of C. labs to get urban focus

The University of Chicago will expand its 
vaunted labs model to include new “urban” 
labs designed to use academic research to 
tackle problems in Chicago and other cities. 

Building on the success of the school’s crime 
and education labs, U. of C. is adding three 
new initiatives starting Monday: a health lab, 
an energy and environment lab and a poverty 
lab. They will be paid for in part by a $io mil- 
lion donation from the Pritzker Foundation. 

The urban labs network seeks to find ef- 


fective ways of dealing with perennial big- 
city concerns related to ecology, poverty and 
wellness, then determine which programs are 
most successful. Using data helps find tangible 
ways to better communities, university offi- 
cials said. 

“The labs are ultimately about trying to find 
out how to exploit the possibilities that urban 
issues create and also about how to best solve 
those challenges,” said Timothy Knowles, 
chairman of the Urban Education Institute, 
who has been appointed director of the urban 


labs. “It’s marrying rigorous inquiry with im- 
pact on the largest scale.” 

Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment Secretary Julian Castro, Mayor 
Emanuel and Philadelphia Mayor Michael 
Nutter will join U. of C. President Robert 
Zimmer and university officials Monday for a 
panel to announce the launch of the new labs. 

Each new lab will be led by a U. of C. faculty 
member with a background in the lab content 
area. By summer, the labs will be operating out 
of physical workspace in the Loop.

Other 2016 presidential 
hopefuls used private email

But the 
Democrats’ 2016 presidential favorite isn’t the only White House hopeful whose 
transparency has come into question, associated press 


FORMER FLORIDA GOV. JEB BUSH (R) 

» Bush recently released thousands of emails 
from his two terms, a move required under 
Florida law. 

» Bush used a private email account, although 
not exclusively, which he acknowledged while 
in office. 

» Like Clinton, Bush owned the server and there 
are questions over the methods he and his asso- 
ciates used to decide which emails to disclose. 

NEW JERSEY GOV. CHRIS CHRISTIE (R) 

» New Jersey law exempts from disclosure 
agency records that are considered “advisory, 
consultative or deliberative material.” 

» Christie follows an executive order issued by 
a Democratic predecessor that emphasizes the 
privilege for the chief executive. 

» Christie administration has applied exception 
widely, prompting several ongoing lawsuits. 

LOUISIANA GOV. BOBBY JINDAL (R) 

» Jindal uses a private email account to commu- 
nicate with immediate staff, and those conversa- 
tions are exempt from public disclosure under 
state law 

» Jindal administration has often interpreted 
the governor’s “deliberative process” exception 
to extend to all documents generated by any 
agency for Jindal’s office. 

» Louisiana has no archiving requirement for the 
governor, meaning records now sealed under 
that executive privilege may never become pub- 
lic, even after Jindal leaves office. 

FORMER TEXAS GOV. RICK PERRY (R) 

» In 2013, amid Perry’s feud over leadership at 


the University of Texas system, a Democratic 
lawmaker’s request of university records turned 
up emails Perry sent from a previously unknown 
account identified as “R P.” 

» Texas attorney general has determined that 
emails from private accounts are public if they 
concern state business. 

» Perry administration scrubbed state email 
servers every seven days. Perry’s successor, 
Greg Abbott, took office in January and has 
since widened that frequency to every 30 days. 

FORMER MARYLAND GOV. 

MARTIN O’MALLEY (D) 

» O’Malley used private emails and his personal 
cellphone to conduct state business. 

» Administration turned over related documents 
as part of public records requests. 

» In 2012, an environmental group obtained 
correspondence between O’Malley and a corpo- 
rate attorney for a poultry producer subject to 
state regulations. Food & Water Watch said the 
exchanges showed a relationship that was too 
cozy. O’Malley’s staff said the activists misinter- 
preted the governor’s tone as uniformly defer- 
ential and noted that O’Malley and the attorney 
attended law school together. 

WISCONSIN GOV. SCOTT WALKER (R) 

» Walker previously ran Milwaukee County as 
chief executive using a private email system, 
which he and aides used to discuss government 
business, campaign fundraising and politics. 

» Two aides were convicted for campaigning 
on government time as part of an investigation 
that resulted in disclosure of thousands of emails 
generated on the initially secret system.

Talk about March madness. 

Starting Monday and lasting at least a year, 
thousands of CTA riders as well as drivers, 
cyclists and pedestrians can expect lengthier 
commutes because of train reroutes on the 
North Side and closures of roads, sidewalks 
and a CTA station in the Loop. The reroutes 
and closures are part of three public transit 
projects launching this month. 

The train headaches begin Monday with 
Purple Line Express reroutes as the CTA con- 
tinues its $203 million renovation of the Wil- 
son Red Line stop in Uptown. 

Beginning next week, the city will begin 
closing traffic lanes on some downtown streets 
as it starts to build a new $32 million express 
bus system in the Loop. Also next Monday the 
city permanently will shut down the Madison/ 
Wabash Loop station to begin its 18 -month 
project to build a new $75 million Washing- 


ton/Wabash “superstation” in the Loop. 

The projects are launching in the midst 
of a tough city election season. Last month, 
Mayor Emanuel was forced into an April 7 
run-off with Cook County Commissioner 
Jesus “Chuy” Garcia; the same is true in 18 al- 
dermanic races. 

Mike Claffey spokesman for the Chicago 
Department of Transportation, which is 
overseeing the one-year Loop express bus sys- 
tem-known as bus rapid transit, or BRT— 
project as well as the year-plus Washington/ 
Wabash work, said it is better to minimize 
the construction to a compressed time period 
rather than stretching the work over two or 
more construction seasons. 

“We think commuters would much pre- 
fer to get the inconvenience over as quickly 
as possible, so they can enjoy the benefits of 
these projects, in terms of saving time, reli- 
ability and overall improvement quality of 


life,” Claffey said in an email. 

Aislinn Hernandez, of Lakeview, is already 
dreading her commute. Hernandez, 29, typi- 
cally takes the Brown Line from the South- 
port stop in Lakeview to the Madison/Wa- 
bash stop in the Loop every morning to get to 
her Web design job. 

But next Monday, the city will close the 
Madison/Wabash stop. Hernandez could 
walk two blocks to reach another station on 
the same line as the Madison/Wabash stop 
but instead she said she likely will transfer 
from the Brown Line to the Red Line, which 
requires less walking but takes more time be- 
cause she’s on two trains instead of one. 

“Em going to have to build in extra time 
in my commute,” Hernandez said. “Eighteen 
months is a really long time. It’s a complete 
change to a routine.”

WILSON STATION RECONSTRUCTION 

Monday-Spring 2016 

The CTA on Monday will begin rerouting southbound Purple Line Express trains 
onto Red Line tracks between the Lawrence stop in Uptown and the Belmont stop 
in Lakeview and making Purple Line Express trains stop at the Sheridan, Wilson and 
Addison Red Line stations on the North Side. 

The reroutes will continue for a year as the CTA turns the Wilson stop into a perma- 
nent transfer point for Purple Line Express trains in a three-year project that also will 
add elevators to the station to make it accessible for wheelchair riders. 

What it means: Purple Line Express riders who take the train nonstop from the Howard 
stop in Rogers Park to the Belmont stop likely will see the longest delays of four to six 
minutes, CTA spokesman Brian Steele said. Red Line riders could see delays of two to 
four minutes, Steele said. 

Northbound Red Line and Purple Line Express service will not be affected during this 
phase of the project and the Wilson stop will remain open during construction, Steele said. 

Advice: North Side Red and Purple Line Express riders should budget extra time into 
their commutes and consider bus alternatives such as the No. 147-Outer Drive Express, 
which travels nonstop between Foster Avenue and Marine Drive in Edgewater and 
Michigan Avenue and Delaware Place on the Near North Side.

The city is creating an express bus system 
downtown called Loop Link. It will feature 
dedicated bus lanes on four downtown streets 
and eight new bus stations on Washington and 
Madison streets between Wacker Drive and 
Michigan Avenue.
